At 
the same time it also shades the newly seeded area and helps 
to prevent the soil from drying out. For this same reason also 
Salt Hay is often used on level areas in late spring or early 
summer seeding. 

Since it contains no weed seed, it also makes an ideal mulch 
for the garden.
